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This decision is in response to applicants' "Petition Under 37 CFR 1.181" ("Pet.") 
submitted 03 July 2003. 



On 05 May 2003, a decision dismissing applicants' petition under 37 CFR 
1 .47(a) was mailed for failing to satisfy item (4) due to a discrepancy with the name of 
one of the inventors. Applicants were requested to provide either a new declaration 
listing the correct name for Mr. Kennedy, a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 if the 
international publication is incorrect, or a petition under 37 CFR 1.182 if Mr. Kennedy 
legally changed his name. 

On 03 July 2003, applicants filed the instant petition under 37 CFR 1.181. 



Petitioner claims that the international publication incorrectly listed the name of 
Mr. Kennedy as Mr. Jack J. Kennedy. Petitioner claims that this error occurred "due to 
the fact the name "Jack" is the nickname of Mr. Kennedy." Pet. at 5. Petitioner 
explains that Mr. Kennedy attempted to correct this discrepancy in the PCT Power of 
Attorney and "inserted the name "John" for "Jack", and signed as Mr. John J. Kennedy 
. . . However, the PCT/US99/13592 published with the nickname Jack J. Kennedy, and 
the source of the confusion was born." ]d- at U 6.

Petition Under 37 CFR 1.181 



This explanation is sufficient to show that the international publication 
erroneously indicated that Mr. Kennedy's first name was "Jack" instead of "John." 
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Accordingly, applicants' petition under 37 CFR 1 .181 is hereby GRANTED . 



Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(a) 



Since the discrepancy in the name of a joint inventor, Mr. John J. Kennedy, has 
been adequately explained, the declaration previously submitted is now in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.497(a) and (b). 

Thus, item (4) of 37 CFR 1 .47(a) is now satisfied. All the requirements of 37 
CFR 1 .47(a) are now complete. 



Applicants' renewed petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a) is GRANTED . 

Applicants have completed the requirements for acceptance under 35 U.S.C.

U.S.C. 363, and a 35 U.S.C. 371 date of 06 May 2002.
